graduation of the heads and shafts of the 
Grand Slam Iron Clubs from No. 1 to 
No. 8; (No. 9 and No. 10 are greens 
irons). It will be seen that the length of 
the club decreases as the length of the shot 
decreases; and the lie of the blade, the 
loft, depth and weight of the blade, in- 
crease as the length of the club decreases. 
It is this graduation of power that enables 
the user of Grand Slam Clubs to get the 
distance he wants by selection of the club, 
rather than by adjustment of his swing. 


Grand Slam Iron No. 1 (Driving Iron) is designed 
for long “‘one shotters.”

For best results with your wood 
clubs, you must have a Driver, Bras 
sie and Spoon matched in quality 
and graded for power, with the 
difference in the “feel” of the club 
brought about simply by the facing 
of the clubhead and the length of 
the shaft. 


The same degree of stiffness or 
“whip” should be in each wood 
club, if you are to standardize your 
gameand improve your scores. 


The only difference in the Grand Slam 
Driver, the Grand Slam Brassie and the 
Grand Slam Spoon is the loft of the club 
face and the shortening of the shaft for 
lessened distance.

This weighting places the center of gravity 
of the head in the same plane as the shaft, 
as is the case with Iron Clubs, and effectively 
prevents the “drag” caused by other methods 
of weighting.

ANY a good long drive is wasted 

because of a poor choice of clubs 

for second and third shots. Remember 

that one-quarter of the game is played 

through the fairway, and the fairway 

iron shots vary in distance from seventy~ 
five to two hundred yards. 


Follow the advice laid down on previous 
pages; learn your distance with one club, 
then work up or down, as more or less 
distance is required, until you have 
learned to take a uniformly easy swing, 
and at the same time get varying 
distances with the clubs shown on the 
opposite page. 

Grand Slam Fairway Irons are perfectly 
weighted and graded as to loft of the 
clubhead and length of the shaft. Finest 
construction in every detail.

HEN you are in trouble, the 
most important thing to do is to 
get out. A great many golfers make the 
mistake of striving for distance rather 
than for the safer, surer shot of getting 
their ball back into some playable “‘lie”’. 


Grand Slam Trouble Irons—No. 6 (Spade — 
Mashie) and No. 8 (Niblick) have broad faces, 
shortened shafts, perfect balance and a “lie” 
that will lift the ball from the toughest grass or 
the deepest sand trap. 


Grand Slam Iron No. 8, shown on this page, is 
a particularly easy club to play because of its 
depth and width of face, without excess weight. 
This club is designed especially for deep ditches, 
high bunkers and tough hazards.

Distance with 
Grand Slam Irons 


The chart on the left illustrates the vary- 
ing distances for which Grand Slam Irons 
are used. It should not be considered as a 
guide by which to judge the particular 
distance of your shots, but rather the dis- 
tance possible with the different clubs. 
These figures show the average distance 
secured by a great many players, and the 
way for you to determine your game is to 
find out how much above or below these 
averages you are with one particular club, 
then grade up or down, accordingly.

~ Putting Irons 


ALF of the game is on the green, and 

a great many strokes are saved by ac- 
curate approach putting. Grand Slam Irons 
Nos. 9 and 10 fill every putting require- 
ment, from the good “lie” just off the green 
to the short putt. Splendidly weighted and 
constructed for slow or fast greens, the 
No. 9 Club has sufficient loft to get a long 
and true roll; the No. 10, almost straight- 
faced, is balanced for accuracy.
